FRANCE FIRM. 


The Khedive Responsible for the 
Internal Government of Egypt. 


Interview Between M. De Freycinet 
and the Turkish Ambassador—A 
French Naval Demonstration Before 
Alexandria—The Austrian Parlia- 
mentary Elections—The Prince of 
Wales at Omagh—Foreign News. 


Paris, April 27. — Essad Pasha, the Turkish Am- 
bassador, to-day approached M. De Freycinet, the 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, upon the question of 
the suppression of the Bosphore Egyptien. M. D 
Freycinet was most courteous in tone and man- 
ner, and expressed the greatest consideration for 
the Sultan, his Government and his people. 
France, however, said Minister De Freycinet, 
considered that the question at issue concerned 
only the government of the Khedive of Egypt, 
which, by imperial firman, is made responsible for 
the internal government of Egypt.

Accession to the Ranks of the Strikers

CoLLinsviLix, II., April 27.—All day Saturday 
the city.was full of striking coal miners who have 
come in from the various mines about here. The 
men have formed their own police organization and 
the utmost good order prevails. The men have 
done everything in their power to prevent the men 
employed in the Abbey mines near the Vandalia 
Depot from going into the pits. The history of the 
mass-meeting on Saturday and the resolution then 
adopted have already been sent to the Post- Dis- 
PATCH.

MR. SEMPLE, 

Assistant Postmaster, when approached upon the 
matter this morning, said: I am sorry to say that 
so far as a speedy delivery of the St. Louis mal 
which is carried on the fast train to New York s 
concerned, it does not come up to our expecta 
tion, but we are hard at work upon 
endeavoring to perfect the system and hope to suc- 
ceed having the mail distributed immediately upon 
its arrival in New York, within a short time.

bere at 7 p. m., denominated the “fast mail,” ar 
rivesin New Lor three hours ahead! of the oll 
time. This train carries the mail, but by reason of 
the rules regulating the railway mail service, the 
train does not carry a postal car, and the mail gung 
in the baggage car of course arrives at New York 
unassorted. 

“The mail leaves here ina postal car, does tt 
not?’

RAILROAD CONSOLIDATION, 

The bill which has passed the Illinois House 
of Representatives authorising railroads to 
consolidate with connecting roads when two- 
thirds of the stockholders approve such consol- 
idation, is regarded with uneasy suspicion in 
that State, and the Senate is urged to reject it. 
There has been no public demand for the enact- 
ment of such a law, no statement of public 
benefits to flow from it. The public interest 
may be promoted by consolidation of lines in 
some cases, but the proposed law would facili- 
tate consolidation where the public interest 
would forbid it and demand competition. It is 
charged also that this legislation would enable 
the Illinois Central to loge its identity in a con- 
solidation and thereby evade the obligation im- 
posed on it by its charter, by its land grant 
and by the Constitution of the State, to pay 
7 per cent of its earnings to the State 
Government. As the revenue from this 
source relieves the people of Lllinois from a 
heavy tax burden, the Legislature should take 
no risk of jeopardizing the collection of that 7 
per cent. There are some decisions which raise 
grave doubts as to the effect which a loose law 
permitting consolidation may have upon the 
prior liens, obligations and franchises of the 
consolidated properties. Even now the Eastern 
holders of Wabash securities are protesting 
earnestly against Judge BREwWER’s recent de- 
cision as destructive of all prior liens in cases 
of consolidation. He merely decided that the 
Wabash receivers could not throw up the leases 
of non-paying branch lines, and must continue 
to operate them, pro bono publico, keeping the 
whole system going, whether each part paid its 
way or not, and meeting deficiencies with re- 
ceivers’ certificates which would have a lien on 
the earnings prior to that of the original road’s 
first mortgage bonds. Itis almost invariably 
the case that an act passed by the persistent 
lobbying of railroad influences has more in it 
than appears on its innocent-looking face, and 
it is safe to assume that this proposed consoli- 
dation law is not an exception to the rule.

SOMETHING in the popular composition and 
social life of our Territories inclines them in 
the direction of new ideas and experiments in 
government. Woman suffrage, polygamy and 
several other innovations more or less startling 
have borne witness to this tendency in our 
embryo States. And now comes notice of a 
serious movement in Dakota to prepare her for 
admission into the Union with a Constitution 
which wil! relieve her altogether of the burden 
of a State Legislature. In lieu of that pro- 
voking and troublesome kindergarten of states- 
manship, it is proposed that Dakota’s people 
shall elect a Governor and a Council of State 
composed of five members, to hold office for 
two years, and during that time to appoin 
United States Senators and all non-elective of- 
ficers, and submit to the people for approval or 
rejection such legislative propositions as public 
sentiment may indicate or the wisdom of the 
Council may suggest, no law to be enacted or 
repealed except by a direct vote of the people. 
This, it is claimed, will abolish caucusing, log- 
rolling and corruption by bringing the aggre- 
gate wisdom and interest of the masses to bear 
against the operation of all special interests. 
If the Council of State coald be kept free from 
improper. influences and could be insured to 
work according to the theory of this new sys- 
tem, it would certainly bea new departure in 
the direction of a more republican form of gov- 
ernment, but it is open to the practical diffi- 
culties which make a pure democracy less de- 
sirable than representative government with 
all its faults and short-comings.

There was a decrease in the number of cattle be- 
tween January, 1884, and January, 9885, in the Kast- 
ern States, including New England, New York, New 
Jersey and Pennaylvapia, of 27,181 head. The de- 
crease in the Southern States. including Texas, was 
96,814. In the five Western States east of the Mis- 
sissippi—Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Michigan and Wis- 
consin—the increase was less than the loss in the 
South, or about 90,000 head. These figures show an 
actual decrease in the number of cattle in all the 
States east of the Mississippi and including Missouri, 
Arkansas, Louisiana and Texas west of that river 
of nearly 86,000 head, leaving the increase, if any, 
to be confined entirely to the Northwestern States 
and Territories.

The Virginia Decision. 

From the Boston Herald. . 

It is not pleasant to think that the decision of the 
Supreme Court of the United States in the Virginia 
tax coupon cases, which seems to be so important 
in its scope, rests upon a quibble. On the one band, 
there is no question that the “readjustment” law of 
1882, known as the “coupon killer,” impaired the 
obligation of a solemn contract made b Virginia 
with its creditors in 1871, and that is contrary to the 
Constitution of the United States. On the other 
band, the Eleventh amendment of the Constitution 
of the United States denies the jurisdiction of the 
United States Courts in cases where citizens seek to 
enforce claims against a State. Here is a direct 
conflict, but the majority of the Court, in making 
the recent decision, dodge it by adopting the view 
that the action of the coupon-holders was not 
against the State, but against the tax collector. 
This is what we call a quibble, for the tax coilector 
is an agent of the State, aud without agents the 
State cannot act. The previous decision, which was 
the other way, was based on the Eleventh amend- 
ment, which was later than the provision about 
contracts.

pases on some poor old man or woman who seems 
o be on the brink uf the grave. Then they adver- 

tise that they have such a policy for sale. Here, 

then, is a chance for that speculative class which 

can de found in If 


y pretty well, as a number of the risks died soon 
after the policies were issued. This only served to 
make that species of speculation more popular, 
After awhile, however, the men who made invest- 
ments of that kind began to discover 
that the poor devils on whose 
speedy death they nad wavered their 
money were far more tenacious of life than they 
had estimated. and as every additional year of their

But what remedy would you propose?”

I 
urged the enactment of a law which would require 
all ‘benevolent* or ‘scientific’ associations, which 
carry insurance features, to make a semi-annual 
report of the condition of their insurance 
airs to the Superindent of Insurance. I did not 
propose to give the Insurance Department any con- 
trol whatever over them, but simply to enable the 
organizations and the neral public to 
know the condition 0 the insurance 
affairs of each society. There could 
certainly be no harm whatever to the societies in 
such a course, and it would be quite a strong pro- 
tection against bogus concerns which 

ASSUME THE DISGUISE 

of societies. Thesereports should be made under 
oath, and this would enable any one, in case the ex- 
hibits are falsified, to prosecute the persons who 
makes them.” ; 
It may be remarked here that a law was passed 
at the last session which will make it much more 
difficult for bogus companies to obtain charters 
from courts thau heretofore. As the law stood, 
the courts simply referred an application 
for a charter of that kind, to 
some attorney, who based his recommendation en- 
tirely on the representations made in the applica- 
tion. Now, however, the attorney has a right and 
it is his duty to go behind the petition and inquire 
into the rea! designs of the parties making the ap- 
plication. Under these conditions he assumes a 
responsibility, and if a concern turns out to be bo- 
gus after he has recommended that it be chartered, 
the public will have aright to demand some er- 
planation from him.

case of the “Occidental”, Messrs. Hiram W. Grover 
and R. S. MacDonald. neither of whom 
KNEW ANYTHING WHATEVER 
as to the character or record of the men who com- 
posed the company, allowed their names to be 
rinted as references. which was certainly calcu- 
teti to inspire the average St. Louisian with con- 
fidence in the strangers.

An Interesting Lecture by Charles 
Gayarre, the Historian and 
Jurist. 


The Creole’s Horror of Miscegenation— 
Cable’s Misrepresentations in the 
“Grandissimes’’—A Scholarly and Able 
Defense—Mistakes of a Fameus Southern 
Author.

New On.teans, April 27. — The Hon. Charles Ga- 
yarre, the historian and jurist, delivered a lecture 
Saturday evening, at Tulane University, entitled 
The Creoles of Romance and the Oreoles of His- 
tory.” After explaining the origin of the word 
creole, from the Spanish criar, to create, and say- 
ing that it meant p@sons of pure white blood, he 
went onto show that creoles bad a horror of mis- 
cegenation, as shown in the Black Code,“ familiar 
to Mr. Cable's readers in the story of Bras Coupe,” 
which code remained in force after Louisiana be- 
came one of the sisterhood of States. That code 
placed an impassable barrier between the races, 
and rendered any relations between them, except 


those of master and slave, impossible. The lecturer, 
after extolling the oreole women for their beauty, 
grace and intelligence, and the _ alliances 
they have formed with distinguished Europeans 
and Americans, and the men as distinguished, both 
IN THIS COUNTRY AND IN EUROPE, 
as statesmen, authors, socialists and artists, said: 
In this is the population which one born in its bo- 
som and claiming by use of that accident the right 
to speak in the name of Lohisiana, and the whole

But when 
he makes creoles prefer notthe French, but the 
negro patois, the broken English of the negroes of 
Virginia and the Carolinas, the perversion of his 
inteliect becomes overpowering and incomprehensi- 
ble. He is either ignorant of what he is writing or 
knowingly perverts the truth. Nointelligent creole 
negro could understand the jargon attributed to 
them. 

The lecturer humorously referred to the ball with 
which the story of the Graudissimes“ is opened. 
where the perfumed air of the ball-room was 
thrilled with wailing ecstasy of violins,” follow- 
ing by a burst of nter“ as fantastically absurd 
and = ridiculously anciful.“ He continued: 
„Agricola De Grandissime, introduced at this ball.

A Faithful Reprodaction of the Stricken 
Soldier’s Features—The General as «4 
Patient and Interested Sitter for the 
Sculptor—The Bust to be Finished 
Wednesday.

New Yorn, April 27.—Ever since General Grant’s 
recent illness began, his family have been anxious 
to secure a portrait bust of him. When the great 
improvement in his condition occurred, two weeks 
ago, and he began to gain strength in the bright 
April sunshine, this hope was revived. The General 
himself; regarded the idea with approbation and 
expressed his willingness to sit for the artist. Col. 
Fred Grant engaged the services of Prof. Kupert 
Schmid, the Munich sculptor, whose busts of Pope 
Leo XIII and several prominent Americans are #0 
favorably known. One week ago last Thursday, 
the artist made his first call at the house. Since 
then he has had four sittings, and now the work 
needs but a few finishing touches on the drapery to 
render it complete. Your correspondent saw the 
bust yesterday afternoon at Prof. Schmid's studio, 
No. 849 West Thirteenth street.

Their meth- 
od, we are informed, is to heat a caa of baking 
pawder of a well-known brand over a lamp or 
stove, when, if there is a gas given off having the 
odor ofammonia, the powder is condémn as 
being made of ammonia and unfit for use. The 
prejudices of the unsuspecting are thus excited 
against the baking powder submitted to the se- 
called test, andthe grocer wuo has a quantity of 
it on hand suffers a serious loss in consequence. 

If the intelligent consumer will stop a moment to 
think, she will readily perceive that this test,“ if 
successful, proves nothing but the superiority of 
the baking powder tested. The aim of all bakin 
powder makers js to produce an articie that sha 
most readily, under use, give off its leavening gas. 
The powder that does this with a moderate heat, 
at the same time evolving the largest quantity, is 
scientifically the best. 

There is probably not an article prepared for 
food that canuot manipulated to prove that 
something is wrong about it; and when a person 
goes into a kitchen or before a housékeeper who is 
not to be presumed to understand chemical rela- 
tions, and performs an experiment of even tne 
simplest character, itis not difficult to impress one 
that something awful is the matter. As to baking 
powders, we could suggest a dozen tests that. 
would be as ridiculous iu giving a fair idea of their

PLEURO-PNEUMONIA. 


The Actual Situation in Oallaway County 
—A Meeting of Cattlemen. 
By Telegranh te the Fost- Dispatch, 

Fuiton, Mo., April 28.—The development of pieu- 
ro-pneumonia among the cattle herds of various 


where infected cattle are supposed to exist, for the 
purpose of getting an expression from those inter- 
ested in regard tothe enforcement of the law re- 
straining cattle from running at large, there was 
a large attendance and much interest manifested. 
It was the unanimous opinion that the danger of 
introducing pleuro-pneumonia throughout Audrain 


County would be greatly increased by allowing 
cattle to rangeon the highways. The following 
resolutions, offered by W. S. Hathaway, a prom- 


inent farmer of the Southern part of the county, | 
were unanimously adopted: 

Resolved, That, inthe opinion of this meeting 
the cattle interests of this county de- 
mand that the law for restraining 
stock be rigidly enforced as against cattle being 
permitted to run at large. 

Resolved, That a committee of one be appointed 
from each school district to see to it that the law 
be strictly enforced. 

Mr. Hood, at whose farm the meeting was held, 
stated that he had only purchased five head of 
calves in last October, instead of March, as stated 
by the committee. This statement is somewhat re- 
assuring that at the present time no pleuro-pnneu- 
rhonia exists in the county. , , however, 
is perfectly willing to have his stock @illed and an 
examination made. It was then suggested that one 
of the calves be killed. ut it was 
thought by the majority that this 
would a useless sacrifice of the 
the animal. as no expert was present. The execu- 
tive committee of this county will have printed in 
a few days a complete list of the animals that are 
known to have been exposed to affected catt e, b 
whom purchased and where they are located, 
whetner in or out of the county or State. This 
committee has been unceasing in its labors, has 
expended large sums of money in ite researches, 
and is meeting with the most happy results. 


sections in Callaway, and its probable appearance 
among the stock of neighboring counties,into which 
cattle from this county have been introduced, con- 
tinues to be the subject of paramount importance 
discussed here,and causes the deepest alarm,as it is 
impossible to determine to what extent the plague 
has spread, on account of its latent and insidious 
nature. Animals that have been exposed and quar- 
antined for six or seven months, and at the expira- 
tion of this period, pronounced to be free from con- 
tamination have been, subsequently, attacked by it. 

Thus far. fifty or sixty persons have bad cattle 
ex to the contagion, exclusive of citizens of 
Fulton, the former owning herds, varying in num- 
ber from seven to fifty head, these being scattered 
through the country at distances of From one to 
fifteen miles from Fulton, and as cattle are con- 
stantly changing hands, it is difficnlt to estimate 
how many other cattle these have come in contact 
with, thereby increasing the limits of the disease. 

The monthly cattle sales which have taken place 
in this city for several years past, until the spread 
of the plague caused their discontinuance, have af- 
forded great facilities for the aiffusion of the dis- 
ease as cattie were brought here, exposed, sold and 
resold and driven to different neighborhoods. 

Hood who lives seven miles north of Mexico, Au- 
drain County. bought fifteen head of cattle here 
which had exposed and drove them to his 
farm there. 

Dr. McoSchooier, residing near Jefferson City. in 
Cole Connty, purchased a calf of the asylum herd, 
last November,all of which were diseased, and have 
been slaughtered. 

Thus, as it comes to light that exposed cattle have 
been bought here. distributed in this and adjoining 
counties, it is very apparent that the germs of the 
pleuro-pneumonia are more extensively. dissemin- 
ated than formerly supposed, and the necessity for 
immediate measures to extirpate it, is most nt.
